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A HOTEL owner has been 
ordered to pay thousands of 
pounds in court costs and fines 
for breaching food hygiene 
regulations. 

Robert Setchell, owner of The Nyton 
hotel in Barton Road, Ely, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates Court and 
admitted five breaches of The Food 
Hygiene (England) Regulations 2006. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
launched a prosecution case against 
Setchell following routine inspections of the 
premises by the authority’s environmental 
health team in August and September last 
year. 

The visits were to check compliance with 
food safety legislation, identify potential 
risks and ensure food safety standards were 
met. 

Officers found that food was not being 
checked daily and that out-of-date food was 
being served, including a honey roast ham, 
chutneys and various sauces. 

The way Setchell was storing food was 
also unacceptable, for example raw shell 
eggs were being stored in a fridge above 
some ready-to-eat beef and a tray of 
uncovered cooked Yorkshire puddings. 

Inspectors also found two pieces of 
mouldy quiche which were almost a week 
out-of-date in the kitchen. 
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Hotel owner to pay £4,500 
after breaching food safety

Setchell pleaded guilty to 
all five charges brought 
against him by the council. 

He has been fined £2,500 
and magistrates ordered him 
to pay £2,000 in court costs. 

The district council 
said the food safety 
contraventions were 
discovered despite Setchell 
having received training and 
one-to-one coaching in 
Safer Food Better Business 
offered by the council. 

At the hearing last 
Thursday, Maggie Camp, 
senior legal assistant for the 
council told the court that 
the authority takes a very 
serious view of food safety 
contraventions as these 
could lead to an outbreak of 
food poisoning and a risk to 
public health. 

Christina Metcalfe, 
mitigating, argued problems 
had arisen when Setchell 
had to dismiss one of his 
chefs but that since 
employing a new chef at his 
premises, standards had 
improved substantially and

were now satisfactory. 

Liz Knox, head of 
environmental services at 
the council, said: “Anyone 
running a restaurant, cafe 
or hotel has a great 
responsibility to the public to 
ensure their hygiene levels 
are the best they can be. 

“This is from how food is 
kept, cooked and served as 
well as compliance with the 


necessary national 

legislation. 

“Taking this legal action is 
always a last resort but we 
are determined to protect 
public safety. 

“We will continue to 
monitor food businesses 
throughout the district and if 
they fail to keep up adequate 
standards, then we will not 
hesitate to take legal action.” 
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Research clinic 
needs approval 


CLINICAL screenings 
are being carried out 
at a building in Ely 
without planning 
permission having 
been sought. 

Retroscreen Virology is a 
London-based company 
which strives to create 
drugs and vaccines to help 
cure numerous respiratory 
diseases, such as flu. 

A branch of that firm is 
FluCamp, which conducts 
several human clinical 
trials each year as part of 
the research to help create 
those drugs. 

Retroscreen Virology 
recently purchased Angel 
House in Station Road, Ely 
- a former pub and hotel 
and one of the city’s most 
distinctive buildings. 

The current use of the 
building, which lies within 
Ely’s conservation area, is 
offices - but the firm has 
been using Angel House as 
a “clinical screenings” 
building. 

The firm has now been 
forced to apply to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for retrospective 
planning permission to 
change the use of the 
building from offices to a 
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‘research clinic’. 

A spokesman for 
Retroscreen Virology said: 
“We have been operating 
clinical screenings at 
Angel House since the 
start of this year. 

“People come to the 
centre and are given 
screenings, such as blood 
and urine screenings, by 
doctors and nurses to 
make sure that they are in 
good health before taking 
part in our trials at centres 
elsewhere. 

“The amount of people 
working at the site varies 
but there are currently 
between 10 and 15 doctors 
and nurses. 

“We very much hope 
our application will be 
approved. We chose Ely 
because of its fantastic 
transport links and Angel 
House is the perfect 
premises for us.” 

In the application 
submitted to the district 
council, Robert Mayes 
Associates, the company’s 
agents, said: “Our client 
will still be maintaining 


the office use of the 
building but as clinical 
trials will be carried out, 
members of the public will 
be visiting the building 
and so it has been advised 
that a Sui Genaris 
application is applied for. 

“There are only 
refurbishment works 
being carried out and no 
extension of the current 
building envelope will be 
increased.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council said it had 
been in touch with the 
company about the use of 
Angel House prior to 
receiving the retrospective 
application. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “We had 
contacted the company 
prior to receiving the 
planning application 
regarding their use of the 
building. 

“Now we have received 
the necessary paperwork, 
the normal planning 
process will now run its 
course and this will 
provide an opportunity for 
members of the public to 
make comments on the 
proposal.”

MP calls for investigation 
into warnings on horsemeat 

SOUTH East Cambridgeshire MP Jim Paice has been 
caught up in the horsemeat scandal after claims his 
department was warned about the problem two 
years ago. 

Sir Jim was Farming Minister when it is claimed a 
letter was sent to him warning about rogue 
horsemeat. He denies seeing the letter and has called 
for an investigation. 

The Food Standards Agency is investigating the 
claims after it was reported the Government was 
warned in 2011 that horsemeat with possible drug 
residue was getting into food, and that the situation 
could blow up into a scandal. 

The alleged letter to the former minister and MP on 
behalf of Britain’s largest horsemeat exporter, High 
Peak Meat Exports, warned the Government that its 
passport scheme, designed to stop meat containing 
the anti-inflammatory drug phenylbutazone (known 
as bute) getting into the food chain, was a “debacle”. 
Sir Jim said he did not remember seeing the 
warnings. 

He said: “I am very concerned that this information 
was not brought to my attention.”

New levy set to 
bring benefits 


DEVELOPERS working 
on building projects in 
the Ely area are now 
paying extra towards 
new infrastructure. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) has 
replaced Section 106 
agreements with the 
Community Infrastructure 
Levy (CIL). 

The move was approved 
by full council in December 
and came into effect this 
month. 

It makes the district 
council the 11th authority in 
the country to adopt the 
CIL. 

Under Section 106 
agreements, developers 
pay towards specific 
infrastructure that is 
necessary to make their 
proposals acceptable in 
planning terms. 

But the CIL sees 
developers contributing 
towards the delivery of 
infrastructure and services 
in the district which general 
growth requires. 

Developers will now be 
charged between £40 and 
£90 per square metre for 
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building new homes in 
East Cambridgeshire, 
depending on their 
location in the district, 
and £120 for building new 
business developments. 

However, extensions to 
houses under 100 square 
metres of floor space are 
exempt, and commercial 
and industrial develop¬ 
ments are also been zero 
rated. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, ECDC 
leader, said CIL will benefit 
the whole of the district. 

He said: “The CIL will 
change forever how we fund 
future growth in the district. 

“CIL allows for a number 
of developer contributions 
to be pooled in order to 
deliver larger scale 
infrastructure needs which 
would benefit the whole of 
East Cambridgeshire. 

“The challenge now is to 
ensure developers under¬ 
stand the new rules and 
most importantly we use 
the money wisely to support 
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the projects which our 
growing district needs. 

“I am very positive about 
the changes this new policy 
will bring to East 
Cambridgeshire and I am 
proud of how the authority 
has worked to deliver it so 
quickly.” 

Authorities, including 
ECDC, insist that Section 
106 agreements were too 
complex and CIL makes it 
more understandable for all 
parties. 

The district council says it 
also gives them more 
flexibility to set priorities for 
funding at a local level.

to back homes plans

THOUSANDS of new homes 
cannot be built in the Ely area 
unless infrastructure and 
services are “radically” 
improved. 

That’s the message from residents 
who are worried about council chiefs’ 
housing growth rate projections in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

District council bosses have drawn 
up a new blueprint, the Local Plan, to 
help shape the growth of the district 
over the next 18 years. 

It will look at how much 
development should take place - and 
where and when. 

According to the draft plan, between 
8,500 and 9,500 new homes need 
to be built in East Cambridgeshire by 
2031. 

In the same week, Cambridge-based 
property company, Endurance Estates 
Strategic Land, announced massive 
plans to build more than 1,000 new 
homes in Ely. 
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The firm revealed it wants to 
construct part of the major North Ely 
development - a scheme which will 
see thousands of new homes and 
facilities built on the northern edge of 
the city over time. 

Stephen Marks, from Queen 
Adelaide, said: “It’s all very well the 
council saying there needs to be 
almost 10,000 new homes built in Ely 
over the coming years but what about 
infrastructure? 

“Quite frankly, Ely’s infrastructure 
and services are pathetic for the size 
the city now is and yet they’re planning 
to just add extra burden after burden 
onto everything. 

“There’s no way Ely can take on 
thousands of extra families without 
there being radical improvements to 
things like public transport, shops and 
healthcare services.” 


Charlotte Russell, of Ely’s West Fen 
Road, added: “I was alarmed when I 
read the council plans to build so 
many homes over the next 18 years. 

“I just don’t think Ely has the 
infrastructure and services in place to 
be able to cope. 

“The council needs to realise that 
you can’t just whack up houses - you 
need to make sure the infrastructure is 
good enough to be able to take on the 
extra demand.” 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, said: 
“At its heart, we want the plan to be 
about ensuring we have the schools, 
the roads, the shops - all the 
infrastructure we need to develop and 
succeed as a district.” 

Endurance Estates was due to hold 
an exhibition of its plans at the Ely Beet 
Club yesterday.

Suspect back in court

The 25-year-old will next appear before 
a judge on April 12. 

Mr Thomas was found dead at his 
converted chapel.

Chairman to end political career 


THE ‘king of the Kite’ 
who pushed through 
construction of The Grafton 
centre in Cambridge in the 
face of bitter opposition is 
calling time on a political 
career which has spanned 
nearly half a century. 

Cllr John Powley, who 
entered politics in 1967 and 
is currently serving as 
chairman of Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, said 
he would not seek 
re-election in May. 

The Conservative 
remains best known for his 
leadership of Cambridge 
City Council between 1976 
and 1979, when he oversaw 
the demolition of much of 


the city’s old Kite 
neighbourhood to clear the 
way for building The 
Grafton shopping centre. 

Public opposition to the 
scheme was widespread, 
culminating in Cllr Powley 
being booted out of his 
Castle seat, but he stuck to 
his guns, arguing the Kite 
had “gone to pot”. 

He made a comeback just 
four years later, as MP for 
Norwich South, before 
losing the seat in 1987 and 
being forced to sign onto 
the dole. 

Cllr Powley returned to 
politics as a county 
councillor for his new home 
town of Soham in 1997, and 


he has held a number of key 
posts at Shire Hall, 
including overseeing social 
care for eight years. 

The 76-year-old said: “I 
have been very proud of the 
achievements over the last 
46 years I have helped bring 
to Cambridgeshire and 
Norwich South, including 
developing The Grafton 
centre as part of the 
development of the Kite 
area. 

“I have also taken a great 
interest during my time in 
Parliament and at the 
county council in improving 
social care and the 
protection of our most 
vulnerable residents.”

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Supermarket plans 
take another step

MASSIVE plans to 
demolish Ely’s Tesco store 
and build a larger one 
close by have now been 
submitted. 

Developers Healy Investments 
announced in 2011 major plans to 
build an out-of-town retail and 
industrial park in the city. 

The plan is to demolish the 
existing Tesco store and build a 
larger one at the northern end of 
Angel Drove, just beyond Sir 
James Black Road. 

The new supermarket would be 
incorporated in a multi-million 
pound retail park, called the Ely 
Octagon Business Park, which 
would also feature a new petrol 
station, hotel, restaurant, non¬ 
food retail units, a DIY unit and 
new offices and industrial units. 

The major scheme has been at 
the centre of controversy ever 
since the plans were announced 
and the proposals were formally 
submitted by the company to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council last Thursday. 

To date, the plans have received 
a mixed reaction from locals. 

The Ely Traders’ Association 


(ETA) and many local business 
owners are against the project, 
insisting it will kill off city centre 
trade. 

Speaking when the scheme was 
first announced, Andrew Olley, a 
spokesman for the ETA, said: 
“This Death Star development 
will orbit Ely and suck the people, 
the trade and the heart out of Ely 
life.” 

But some residents expressed 
excitement. 

Speaking at an earlier date, 
Mark Harrington, of Beresford 
Road, Ely, said: “It’s all very well 
for the city centre traders to kick 
up a fuss about this but they will 
simply have to up their game. 

“We are now in the 21st century 
- yet Ely’s facilities are extremely 
behind. 


“I would be delighted to see an 
out-of-town development 
boasting a new, larger Tesco in 
Angel Drove. Let’s bring Ely into 
the modern times.” 

A spokesman for Healy 
Investments said: “The planning 
application has now been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

“It has been drawn up following 
extensive consultation with the 
council and with local residents. 

“The public exhibition we 
hosted in September last year was 
attended by almost 400 people, 
the majority of whom were 
supportive of the plans.”

Specialist care 
home to help 
young peop e 

A COUNCILLOR’S plans to build a new care 
home in his home village have been given 
the green light. 

In December last year Littleport parish 
and county councillor Fred Brown applied 
for planning permission to turn Granary 
Lodge, in Granary Lane, into a residential 
care home. 

The proposals have now been approved 
by planners at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council - despite concerns from locals. 

Mr Brown, of Parsons Lane, said the plan 
is to build a facility to cater for either young 
people living in care or for people who 
require specialist care. 

He said: “When people say the words care 
home you automatically think of elderly 
people but that has never been on my 
agenda. 

“The home would be for children or 
young people living in care or for people 
who require a specialist type of care. 

“I’m pleased the plans have been 
approved but work certainly won’t start 
immediately. 

“With the economic climate as it is, I’d say 
work will start in around 12 to 18 months’ 
time.” 

The plans had attracted some criticism. 

Nigel Reynolds, of Hitches Street, said: 
“This area already has access problems and 
parking problems. 

“Although it seems parking will be 
provided, the concern is that it will not be 
enough, and add to the already problematic 
parking issues in the area." 

Bryan Hughes, of Wellington Street, 
added: “There is just not enough room for 
more development in this area. 

“It is a dead end lane where there is no 
room to turn around. Vehicles have to 
reverse out on to the main road - it is an 
accident waiting to happen.” 

But Giles Hughes, head of planning at the 
district council, said: “The application has 
been approved as it is broadly in accord with 
the policies of the Local Plan, and it 
represents a high quality of development 
that can be considered as sustainable. 

“The proposal satisfies the criteria for 
sustainable development in relation to 
landscaping and an approval has been 
forthcoming.”

Council anger 
as new leaflet 
leaves out town 


COUNCILLORS in Soham are 
angry after the town received 
“limited mention” in a council- 
produced leaflet. 

It is the second time in a matter of 
months that Soham Town Council has 
written to Cambridgeshire County 
Council asking why the authority is 
“ignoring” the town. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
county council recently published a 
map to promote tourist attractions in 
East Cambridgeshire and, to the horror 
of the town council, Soham was left out. 

Now the county council has produced 
a new leaflet to promote walks in the 
Soham and Wicken area - yet it has 
given Soham “only limited mention”. 

Town council chairman, Cllr 
Rosemary Aitchison, is annoyed. 

She said: “It might sound like we’re 
being petty but we’re not. 

“Soham is constantly being ignored 
by the county council and it’s so 
annoying. 

“The new leaflet is entitled Wicken 
Way - Visit Wicken and Soham yet there 
is only one sentence about Soham on 
the whole thing - the rest focuses on 
Wicken. 

“There are so many walks and so 
many things to explore in Soham yet

once again we have been given only 
limited mention. 

“The problem is that the people 
writing these leaflets and maps have 
probably never even been out to the 
town so don’t know enough about it, 
hence not much about us is being 
featured. 

“We keep bringing the issue up but it 
never seems to change. It’s just such a 
shame for Soham and the people who 
live here.” 

The town council has written to 
county council chiefs to express their 
disappointment. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said the town council 
was approached about the leaflet but 
that no feedback was received. 

He said: “Soham Town Council was 
asked to contribute to the original 
leaflet, but nothing was received from 
them. 

“The current leaflet is an update of 
the original one with very little scope for 
alteration. 

“The walk it is promoting is mainly 
based around Wicken.” 


Shoplifters 
snared in 
crackdown 

TWENTY suspected 
shoplifters were caught 
during a crackdown in Ely 
over the Christmas period. 

Dedicated patrols were 
put on in the city and 
nearby towns in a bid to 
catch thieves looking to 
use the crowds as cover to 
help themselves to goods. 

The operation led to an 
increase in offences being 
detected - up from 19 to 
25 compared to 2011. 

The majority, 21, 
occurred in Ely, with one 
in Littleport and three in 
Burwell. 

A total of 14 people were 
charged and put before 
the courts. 

Two people were 
cautioned, one dealt with 
through restorative justice 
and three people fined. 

Sgt Will Davis said: “The 
extra officers on patrol had 
a real impact on offending 
and they moved many 
known offenders on after 
spotting them acting 
suspiciously in the city. 

“Some were even seen 
to put down expensive 
items and walk out after 
realising they had been 
spotted by officers. 

“We are committed to 
driving down this type of 
crime and have signed up 
nearly all the shops to the 
Shopwatch scheme so can 
share information on 
recent offenders and Asbo 
conditions and build up a 
partnership approach to 
dealing with shoplifting. 

“Running alongside that 
we also use the Shopwatch 
radio scheme and work 
with CCTV operators, 
which means we can 
communicate directly 
with the stores and attend 
incidents quickly.”

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Rotor blades fault 
caused fatal crash

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A MECHANICAL fault was 
to blame for a horrific 
helicopter crash. 

The two-seater helicopter 
crash-landed at the former 
airfield in Witchford, close to 
Lancaster Way, killing its pilot, 50- 
year-old Robert Crofts-Bolster, on 
January 6 last year. 

Emergency services, including 
the air ambulance, attended but 
Mr Crofts-Bolster, from Brasted, 
Kent, was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

A report by air crash 
investigators published last 
Thursday found the rotor blades 
had separated from the 
helicopter. 

But what led to that happening 
is still unclear. 

One possibility is that a build¬ 
up of ice in the carburettor may 
have caused the accident, 
although it could also have been 
“loss of rotor speed, a low-g 
pushover, a large abrupt control 
input or a combination of 
thereof” according to the report 
by the Air Accident Investigation 
Branch (AAIB). 

The 1988-built Robinson R22 
Beta helicopter, owned by 


Manston Airfield-based Polar 
Helicopters, was on a flight from 
Manston to Fenland Airfield, near 
Spalding, Lincolnshire, when the 
crash happened. 

The report says Mr Crofts- 
Bolster, who was a flying 
instructor, had 4,960 hours’ flying 
experience on fixed wing aircraft 
and 59 on helicopters. 

He had taken off from Manston 
at nearly 10am and his last radio 
contact with Cambridge was at 
11.18am when he reported that 
he was at 1,400ft. After that no 
more was heard of him. 

The report said the crash was 
witnessed by two people on the 
ground about 600m from the site 
where the helicopter landed. 


One said he thought initially 
the helicopter had started to 
perform aerobatics because it 
suddenly started to roll to the 
left. 

The other said he also saw it roll 
and they both heard a popping 
sound and saw objects separate 
from the helicopter. 

The report also indicates this is 
not the first fatal accident of its 
kind with this sort of helicopter. 

It said: “Fatal accidents 
involving the R22 continue to 
occur due to main rotor 
divergence, the causes of which 
are rarely determined 
conclusively because the pilot’s 
control inputs leading up to the 
divergence are rarely known.”

Chloe Thomas, of The Chase, Ely, 
said: “I walked into town the other 
Saturday and witnessed four cars 
parked in the High Street when they 
shouldn’t be. 

“The High Street is a pedestrianised 
zone on a Saturday so what were these 
vehicles doing there? 

“Admittedly, they weren’t really doing 
any harm, just being cheeky, but rules 
are rules and the worry is that if other 
drivers see cars parked in the High 


Street they might think they can too. 

“I’m not sure whether it’d be 
highways or police who would take 
action but it shouldn’t be happening.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council highways said the issue 
was being caused by drivers who are 
entering the High Street before the 
restriction comes into force. 

But he said there was little the 
authority could do to stop it and that it 
would be down to police to take action. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 


Police said the force was aware of the 
issue but that they too could not take 
action because no criminal offence was 
being committed. 

He said: “This is not really an issue for 
us because no offences are being 
committed in the High Street. 

“The issue has been raised at a recent 
neighbourhood panel meeting and the 
Traffic Regulation Order is being looked 
at by the council and the highways 
authority as it doesn’t prevent people 
from parking there.”

Signs may give 
flood warnings 


ELECTRONIC signs 
could be put up to 
alert motorists if the 
notorious A1101 
Welney Wash Road is 
flooded. 

Currently the majority 
of drivers do not know if 
the busy route is 
submerged beneath water 
until they get to the road 
closure barriers. 

They are then forced to 
turn around and take a 
lengthy detour to get to 
the other side of the 
washes, although many 
ignore the closure and risk 
travelling through the 
water. 

The road is currently 
closed due to flooding, 
and has been shut on and 
off for long periods 
recently, so much so that 
North East Cambridge¬ 
shire MP Steve Barclay 
launched a campaign for 
better flood defences. 

Mr Barclay is invest¬ 
igating the feasibility of 
building a causeway over 
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the floodplain but also 
looking at improving 
signage so that motorists 
are given more advanced 
notice about any flooding. 

Installing electronic 
signs on roads leading to 
the causeway to give 
motorists real time 
flooding updates would 
cost around £15,000, and 
Norfolk County Council 
has agreed to fund 75 per 
cent of the scheme. 

Welney Parish Council is 
now on the hunt for the 
remaining funding. 

Mr Barclay’s campaign 
has been backed by South 
East Cambridgeshire MP 
Jim Paice and South West 
Norfolk MP Elizabeth 
Truss. 

He said: “I am delighted 
that my colleagues are 
lending their support for 
this project. 

“Flooding on the Welney 
Wash is a recurring 


problem for residents and 
the possibility of 
electronic road signs 
would provide an effective 
short-term solution to the 
problem. 

“Flooding in the area for 
around 50 days per year is 
a major inconvenience 
and impacts on local 
business. 

“We need to take 
concrete measures to limit 
this issue and work with 
local authorities to take 
action on long term 
solutions like our 
campaign for a causeway.” 

Mr Barclay will meet 
with the MPs and parish 
councillors at the route 
next month to highlight 
the need for both short 
and longer-term solutions. 

He has written to the 
Transport Secretary, 
Patrick McLoughlin, and 
Norfolk County Council 
asking for a feasibility 
study on the project to 
build a causeway over the 
floodplain.

Heroin jab killed 
drugs battle dad

A RECOVERING drug 
addict who died 
unexpectedly had 
injected heroin on the 
night he died, an 
inquest heard. 

Lewis Seymour, 31, was 
found dead at the home of 
his disabled mother, 
Beverley Seymour, in 
Springhead Lane, Ely, on 
August 18 last year. His 
mother has since also died. 

Lewis, a father-of-one, 
had been out partying with 
friends in Ely, where he 
grew up, and was found 
dead in his bedroom by one 
of his mum’s carers. 

An inquest into Lewis’s 
death was held in Wisbech 
last Wednesday and heard 
that he had injected heroin 
on the night he died. 

Dr Rebecca Brace, a 
pathologist at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital, who 
carried out the post mortem 
on Lewis’s body, said that 
morphine was found in his 
bloodstream - evidence that 
heroin had been taken. 

She said: “There was also

a significant amount of 
alcohol in his blood, namely 
113 micrograms in 100 
millilitres. This combined 
with the heroin acts as a 
central nervous system 
depressant and caused 
Lewis to go into cardiac 
arrest. 

“There was evidence that 
Lewis died relatively soon 
after he’d injected the 
heroin.” 

Coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
William Morris, heard that 
Lewis, who has a 13-year- 
old son, had battled with 
both heroin and cocaine 
addiction for around 10 


years. 

He was using a 
methadone subscription 
but in April last year had 
reverted to taking heroin, as 
well as the methadone. 

In a statement, Lewis’s 
father, Stuart Seymour, of 
School Road, Heacham, 
Norfolk, said: “I was last 
aware that Lewis was taking 
drugs in May/June 2011. 

“He was trying so hard to 
sort his life out and had 
secured some metal 
cladding work, hence he 
was staying with his mum 
in Ely He was brought up in 
Ely but classed our house in 
Heacham as home. 

“He’d even started 
working out in the gym and 
had put weight on, which is 
why this is so sad.” 

At the time of Lewis’s 
death, Stuart described his 
son as a “fun-loving lad” 
and said: “Everyone loved 
him. He was such a joker 
and loved to make people 
laugh. He was always 
dropping one-liners.” 

Lewis also leaves two 
sisters, Bianca Seymour and 
Becky Rogers, and a brother, 
Jamie. 

Mr Morris recorded a 
verdict that Lewis died as a 
result of an abuse of drugs.

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NEW street lights in Ely 
city centre have been 
branded “hideous”. 

But the good news for upset 
residents is that the lights are 
only temporary 

Last month, the Weekly 
News reported that several 
faulty street lights in Market 
Place had not been replaced - 
more than a year after being 
removed. 

They were taken down by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council in the winter of 2011 
after they failed health and 
safety checks - the remaining 
stumps were covered with 
yellow plastic. 

Those columns have now 
been replaced, but with grey 
columns instead of the usual 
black wrought-iron-looking 
ones. City residents have 
criticised the council, saying 
the columns should match 
existing ones. 

Kevin Salter, of Downham 
Road, said: “What planet is the 
council on? All the street lights 
in Market Place are nice black 
ones with curved detail, yet we 
now have hideous light grey- 
coloured ones there too. 

“It’s great that the stumps 
which stood there for more 
than a year have finally been 
replaced, but to see them 
replaced with these basic, 
cheap-looking columns is so 
disappointing.” 


Another resident, Lee 
McAllister, said: “I couldn’t 
believe my eyes when I saw 
the street light replacements. 

“The majority of us care 
about our city and the Market 
Place is at the hub of the 
centre. To see these cheap, 
grey columns put up among 
the decorative black ones we 
have actually saddens me. 

“To think that the council 
believes that is all Ely’s city 
centre deserves is just 
shocking.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said contractor Balfour 
Beatty was responsible for 
replacing the lights. 

A spokesman for Balfour 
Beatty said the new lights were 


only temporary while 
replacements, the same as 
existing lights, are ordered. 

They added: “Balfour Beatty 
tested street lighting columns 
in Market Square to see if they 
were suitable to hold festive 
lighting. Through this process 
we discovered that some 
columns were deemed to be 
inadequate so they were 
replaced with temporary 
columns to ensure the area 
remains lit until an alternative 
permanent solution is put in 
place. We are assessing the 
options available and are 
liaising with the county coun¬ 
cil and the local community 
regarding a suitable 
replacement solution.” 



New street lights 
won’t be staying

Mum committed suicide 
after depression battle 

A MUM who was found hanged in a shed 
had used the cord of her dressing gown 
to commit suicide, an inquest heard. 
Mother-of-two Donna Burt, 39, had 
battled with depression for years and had 
tried to end her life on numerous 
occasions. 

On November 11 last year Donna’s 
partner of around three years, Darren 
Knowles, found her hanged in a shed at 
their home in Saffron Close, Littleport. 
Police and paramedics were called 
immediately but Donna was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Mr Knowles gave evidence at the inquest 
on Wednesday, as did her GR Dr Caroline 
Diston, based at St George’s Medical 
Centre in Littleport. Police confirmed a 
suicide note was found in the shed. 
Coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, William Morris, recorded 
a verdict that Donna killed herself. The 
cause of death was confirmed as 
hanging. 

Assault charge over 
attack on teenagers 

A 19-YEAR-OLD man has been charged 
with assault after two teenagers were 
attacked as they left school in Ely. 

Two 14-year-old boys had just finished 
school on Monday, January 14 and were 
walking to Ely train station with friends 
when they were assaulted. 

They were approached at Barton Square 
by a group of youths who started 
shouting at the victim and his friends. 

The attackers then followed the boys 
before punching both victims in the head 
and running off. 

Another assault happened just before, on 
a 17-year-old boy in the King's School 
grounds. He was not seriously injured but 
both incidents were linked by police. 
Police have confirmed that the attackers 
were a 13-year-old boy and a 19-year-old 
man. 

The 13-year-old has since been given a 
final warning for common assault and the 
19-year-old has been charged with 
common assault. 

He is due to appear at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, March 8.

Council urged to 
deal with drains

DRAINAGE issues are 
making a stretch 
of road “hazardous” 
for vehicles and 
pedestrians. 

Residents in Soham say 
road surface water in 
Mereside, close to the 
junction with Julius Martin 
Lane, has been an issue for 
some time. 

They insist it is 
“dangerous” for people 
driving and walking and are 
urging Cambridgeshire 
County Council Highways 
to fix the problem. 

Richard Young, of nearby 
Hall Street, said: “The 
council needs to sort the 
issue of road surface water 
flooding in Mereside. 

“This has been a problem 
for some time yet nothing 
has really been done about 
it. 

“It’s particularly danger¬ 
ous when we have a frost as 
it turns the road into a sheet 
of ice. 

“The council needs to do 
something before someone 
is seriously hurt.” 

Soham resident, Chris 
Barker, has raised the issue 
on community website, 
ShapeYourPlace, and says 
the excess water caused an 
accident in January. 


He said: “There has been 
an ongoing issue with 
standing water close to the 
Mereside/Julius Martin 
Lane junction. 

“Last year the road was 
dug up and the storm drain 
looked at. I had heard more 
work was to take place but 
do not know if that is true or 
when this is scheduled for. 

“There was an accident 
here on January 26 when a 
car lost control due to ice on 
the road, and the water has 
been standing again. 

“Cars have driven 
through it, pushing the 
water on to the pavement 
which has then frozen. 

“This is hazardous to 
both cars and pedestrians.” 

A county council 
spokesman said the 


authority believes it is utility 
companies working in the 
road that have caused the 
problem. 

He said: “Although we 
have not received any 
complaints about this 
flooding, we are aware of 
the problem. 

“We believe that drainage 
gulleys have been damaged 
by other work in the road 
carried out by the utility 
companies and the 
problem has been made 
worse recently by very high 
water levels in the drainage 
ditches alongside the road 
which the gulleys feed into. 

“Once the water levels 
drop we will carry out 
further investigation work 
and make any necessary 
repairs.” 


Man died after 
cancer battle 

A PENSIONER who 
was found dead at his 
home just two days 
before Christmas had 
been battling lung 
cancer. 

Sidney Hobbs, 69, 
died at his home in 
Manor Close, 
Witchford, on 
December 23 last 
year. 

An inquest into Mr 
Hobbs’ death was held 
by William Morris, 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
on Wednesday. 

The inquest heard that 
he had been battling 
lung cancer and heart 
disease. 

The cause of death 
was confirmed as 
bronchial 
haemorrhage and 
Mr Morris recorded 
a verdict that Mr 
Hobbs died of natural 
causes. 

New home 
for service 

A NEW mental health 
centre has opened its 
doors.

Suicide notes left 
inside driver’s cab 

A LORRY driver who was found dead at a 
haulage yard committed suicide, a coroner 
has ruled. 

Gary Cund, 44, was found hanging from 
the cab of his HGV at Turners of Soham 
hauliers on October 31 last year. 

Emergency services were called to the 
scene but Mr Cund, of Studley in 
Warwickshire, was declared dead at the 
scene. 

An inquest into his death was held last 
Wednesday and heard that Mr Cund had 
recently separated from his partner, 
Deborah Wedgbury. 

He had used a rope to hang himself from 
the valance of the lorry’s cab, and had 
written three suicide notes which were 
found inside the vehicle. 

Paul Price, a member of staff at Turners, 
found Mr Cund’s body at about 7.50am. 

A post mortem revealed Mr Cund had 
been drinking alcohol prior to taking his 
own life. 

Coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, William Morris, recorded a 
verdict that Mr Cund killed himself.

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Call for change 
In bid to reduce 
queues at office 


LENGHTY queues in 
Ely’s post office could 
be shortened if the 
layout of the branch 
was changed. 

That’s the message from 
users of the city’s post office 
in High Street, who are 
calling for improvements to 
the “poor” layout of the 
branch. 

Residents say the queues 
in the post office are too 
often too long and that it 
might be because staff there 
do not actually realise how 
long the queues are. 

Because the cashiers’ 
booths face the left-side 
wall instead of the building 
instead of the entrance 
doors, people fear staff may 
not always realise exactly 
how many people are 
waiting. 

Nikita Blackley, of 
Columbine Road, said: “Our 
post office looks so shabby

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and neglected. 

“Not only that but the 
layout of it is really poor. 
The booths where staff 
serve you face the wall 
instead of the entrance - 
but why? 

“It not only looks awful 
but I actually think that’s 
one of the reasons why the 
queues in there are always 
so long. 

“Maybe staff don’t always 
realise how big the queue is 
as they can’t actually see it. 
If the serving points were 
facing forwards towards the 
entrance then they’d always 
be able to see exactly how 
many people are waiting. 

“Something certainly 
needs to be done to reduce 
the queues there and I think 
altering the layout would 
help. It’s not the staff’s fault 


as they’re always so busy 
and efficient.” 

Another Ely resident, who 
wished not to be named, 
said: “The Post Office needs 
to take a leaf out of all the 
big bank chains’ books. 

“The majority of banks all 
have their cashier tills facing 
forwards the entrance. It’s 
not only more professional 
looking but it also allows 
staff to see exactly how 
many people are inside the 
building. 

“The current layout of 
Ely’s post office is so poor 
and outdated and the 
queues are too often far too 
long. 

“It’s about time a bit of 
money was injected into the 
building - it’s Ely’s only post 
office and residents, as well 
as the staff there, deserve 
better.” 

No comment has been 
available from the Post 
Office.

AN author has used her autistic son’s 
fear of cats and dogs as the 
inspiration for her first children’s 
books. 

Jean Shaw, from Littleport, has 
written six non-fictional books over the 
years but she has never written 
children’s books before, until now. 

Jodi Goes to the Farm and Jodie 
Goes to the Zoo are her latest 
publications, and she is hopeful they 
will develop into a series of books. 

Jean, who works as a business 
consultant, says it is her 23-year-old 
autistic son Jodi’s fear of domestic 
animals, such as cats and dogs, which 
inspired her to write the stories.

College seeks 
permission to 
upgrade courts 

“DANGEROUS” tennis and netball 
courts at Witchford Village College 
could be revamped and brought 
back into use. 

The specialist sports college has 
applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning 
permission to reconstruct its 
currently “unusable” tennis courts. 

The work would be funded by 
Sport England’s Inspired Facilities 
money. 

In a statement to the council, the 
college said: “Currently the areas 
that we propose to re-develop are 
unusable and dangerous, therefore 
in need of bringing up to standard. 

“The development will consist of 
reconfiguring the existing court 
layout which consists of markings 
for five macadam tennis courts and 
three netball courts. 

“Adjacent are also two unusable 
natural grass tennis courts, which 
we propose to include within the 
development to make full use of the 
site.” 

The plans include building more 
robust fencing around the site and 
erecting floodlights at some of the 
courts “to allow further evening use 
and all year use in the evenings”. 

The school said: “This will 
encourage more use of the courts 
from the school and local 
community, including local teams.” 

The decision lies with the district 
council and could be made within 
eight weeks.

CALLS are being made 
for more of Ely’s 
Makings Cottage to be 
made available to the 
community if plans to 
renovate it are approved. 

Last month the City of Ely 
Council applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning 
permission to change the use 
of Maltings Cottage, in 
Waterside, into offices. 

The city council wants to

The application caused 
uproar with locals, who 
insisted the building should 
be made available for public 
use.

The city council says re¬ 
locating to Maltings Cottage 
would give it a “greater 
presence” in Ely, and that the 
change of use would 
“complement the Riverside 
area well”.

Mr Paice insisted 
that reductions 
cannot impact 
unfairly on British 
farmers as he 
sought assurances 
from the Prime 
Minister that any 
reduction will 
apply to all farmers 
across Europe. 

He also urged 
him not to fall into 
the trap which

caught out the 
previous Govern¬ 
ment of ending up 
with a cut to the 
funding linked to 
environmental 
benefits and rural 
development. 

Under the terms 
of (CAP), farmers 
receive payments 
for maintaining 
their land and there 
is a separate fund 
for environment or 
development 
programmes. 

Supporters say it 
protects food 


production and 
allows farmers to 
stay in business 
during times 
when consumers 
demand higher 
production standards 
but cheaper food. 

However, it has 
been criticised for 
the huge costs 
involved and for 
failing to allow the 
farming industry to 
become commer¬ 
cially viable. 

Mr Paice said: 
“Meaningful reform 
of the CAP is 
essential to ensure 
a sustainable and 
competitive farming 
industry. 

“However, the 
Prime Minister 
needs to protect 
British farming 
interests during 
negotiations and 
advocate strongly 
for no further cuts 
to funding for the 
rural development 
programme which 
was sadly reduced 
in 2005 under the 
Labour govern¬ 
ment.”

Some motorists are still paying out 
hundreds of pounds in unnecessary 
garage bills because of mechanics’ 
ignorance of auto electrical systems, 
according to a leading fleet manage¬ 
ment specialist who first highlighted 
the problem a few years ago. 

Apparently, faced with faults involving the com¬ 
puter systems found in the latest models, some 
mechanics are adopting a ' repair by replace¬ 
ment' policy which can lead to a bill of more 
than £ 1,000 for a new engine control unit, 
when the fault may be a loose connection cost¬ 
ing only a few pounds to repair. 

It seems that a few cost-conscious garages are 
still shying away from sending their staff on 
essential training courses to put the situation 
right. In response, Fleet Management Services, 
the company that made the allegations, decided 
to send their own maintenance controllers on 
manufacturer-approved courses which will pro¬ 
vide them with the knowledge to withhold 
authorisation for unnecessary work involving 
electronic equipment. 

All of which is fine if your car happens to be 
leased through a company like Fleet 
Management Services. If you're a private owner, 
things are rather more difficult. Many motorists 
find that they are being "blinded with science" 
when faced with huge bills for electronic 
replacements. 

You glance down the invoice, accept that it ‘had 
to be done’ and reach for the chequebook. Bills 
run from £60-£300 for the replacement of an 
electronic ignition system, to £800 for a fuel 
injection computer to well over £ 1,000 for an 
engine control unit. 

Don't think that you'll avoid the problem if you 


don't have a new car either as relatively mod¬ 
ern models usually have on-board computers. 
As a result, mechanics have to diagnose faults in 
the many systems found in vehicles today. 
Whatever garage you use, the manufacturer 
concerned will have offered them the neces¬ 
sary training on auto electronic diagnostic skills. 
Many garages, however, see these courses as 
low priority. 

Even those that do send staff often send only 
one person. Unless you're fortunate enough to 
get him working on your car, the result could 
be that your faulty electronic part gets replaced 
rather than repaired - and you get the bill. 

The moral of the story? Ask whether your 
garage's workshop staff are properly trained in 
auto electronics before you book your car in. If 
you're not satisfied, go elsewhere.

MAMA

THINGS go bump in the night, repeatedly, in 
Andy Muschietti’s unsettling ghost story. 

The Argentinean director masterfully 
sustains tension for the opening hour of 
Mama, teasing us with glimpses of the titular 
spectre which runs amok in a frenetic finale. 
Fear of the unknown is far more powerful 
than anything the special effects wizards can 
conjure, so for the extended periods when 
we can hear or sense a malevolent force just 
off screen, our nerves are stretched to 
breaking point. 

Once Muschietti reveals his destructive 
apparition in her gnarled, twisted glory, and 
then proceeds to flesh out her convoluted 
back story, terror turns to incredulity. 

The film opens in 2008 as financial gloom 



pervades. Businessman Jeffrey (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau) kills his partners and his 
wife,before taking his young children - 
Victoria (Megan Charpentier) and Lilly 


(Isabelle Nelisse) - for a drive into the 
mountains. 

The car skids off the icy road and an injured 
Jeffrey seeks sanctuary with the girls in a 
rickety cabin. Five years later, a tracker dog 
search party locates the two girls, who have 
been living wild in the cabin under the 
watchful gaze of an invisible presence they 
refer to only as Mama. 

Jeffrey’s twin brother Lucas is overjoyed that 
his nieces have been found safe and well, 
and he and rock guitarist girlfriend Annabel 
(Jessica Chastain) agree to provide a loving 
home to Victoria and Lilly. 

Child psychiatrist Dr Gerald Dreyfuss (Daniel 
Kash) expresses his desire to continue 
monitoring the children. 

“I didn’t get a chance to screw them up, they 
came that way,” Annabel jokes to one of her 
band mates, unaware of the dangers posed 
by the dark spirit that watches over the 


urchins. 

The fingerprints of executive producer 
Guillermo del Toro [The Devil’s Backbone, 
Pan’s Labyrinth) are all over Mama, which 
explores the power of otherworldly forces 
through innocent eyes. 

Danger lurks in every dimly lit corner of 
Muschietti’s film and he punctuates 
uncomfortable silences with edge-of-seat 
jolts. Suspense builds nicely before the anti- 
climactic blitzkrieg of death. 

Chastain lends gravitas to a potentially 
throwaway role as a surrogate mother who 
discovers her nurturing, parental instincts in 
the eye of a storm. 

It’s a solid performance, complimented by 
strong support from youngsters Charpentier 
and Nelisse as sisters who have been 
abandoned to a grim fate. 

But once the nefarious spirit emerges from 
the shadows, the film falters.

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GARDENING 


Taking gardening leave

T HEMED holidays have 
been around for a long 
time, suited to hobbyists 
whose pastimes have included 
painting, cooking or indeed 
gardening. 

While garden-themed holidays simply 
used to involve trips to well-known 
gardens to admire the scenery and 
perhaps enjoy a guided tour, today’s 
offerings are more sophisticated, and if 
you pick the right holiday, you may have 
smaller groups, visits to private gardens 
and even a bit of hands-on experience. 

Tailor-made garden cruises featuring 
talks by TV gardening experts, visits to 
exotic gardens where guests can sample 
the locally grown tropical fruits and trips 
which incorporate some of the major 
horticultural shows are all available. 

Kew-trained horticulturist Sue 
Macdonald, who founded Boxwood Tours 
(www.boxwoodtours.net) in 1990, which 
specialises in quality garden holidays, 
says that green-fingered travellers are 
becoming more discerning. 


“They want more private visits and 
want to meet the garden owners or head 
gardeners. That’s a big draw on a tour. 
They want to hear about the garden, how 
they cope with recent weather difficulties 
and plans for the future. They need 
someone there who can tell them the key 
information. 

“Gardeners want a tour leader with a 
horticultural background, rather than just 
going around a National Trust property 
without meeting anybody, just looking. 
They want questions answered.” 


Some organisations offer workshops 
for people who want to learn some 
practical gardening, but they are difficult 
to incorporate on a garden-themed 
holiday, Macdonald explains. 

“Setting up tours which are more 
practical is not easy to do because it 
involves extra insurance if people are 
using knives or pruning shears or digging. 

“Gardens also need to have enough 
space to bring people in for hands-on 
gardening experiences, so they might 
need enough space to take a group of 10 


people, for instance, to take cuttings from 
a shrub.” 

But the yearning for knowledge among 
travellers is ever-increasing, she points 
out. 

“We have started looking more at 
different plant groups, which we’re doing 
on our Cornwall tour this year, so the 
head gardener is going to talk about and 
demonstrate the propagation of camellias, 
but it’s not set up like a workshop.” 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
recently launched its first ever RHS 
Garden Holidays brochure in conjunction 
with escorted tours expert Collette 
Worldwide Holidays, featuring 
horticulture-themed holidays around the 
world, including itineraries to the US, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Japan, The 
Azores, France, Italy and Spain. 

Celebrating the centenary of RHS 
Chelsea Flower Show, its China tours 
follow in the footsteps of the original 
plant hunters and offer visitors an 
element of discovery. 

“For somebody who really wants to get 
down and dirty in plant hunting, looking 
under rocks, in damp bark, under leaves, 
up in the trees, in search of orchids or 
clematis or magnolia or whatever we are 
looking for, following in the footsteps of 
the original plant hunters, the plant 
seekers’ trip would be one for them,” says 
Sue Biggs, RHS director general, who 
has a background in travel. 

Biggs notes: “A lot of people will be 
happy to go to beautiful gardens, be told 
what the plants are and where they grow 
best and how to grow them at home, but 


if you want really top level - where you 
find out the Latin names, how to cultivate 
and graft plants, the real horticultural 
knowledge, then it would be best to 
choose a tour that’s escorted by an RHS 
curator or horticultural specialist.” 

So, what should holidaymakers check 
when choosing a garden-themed break? 

■ Check the inclusions because you may 
discover that food is not included and 
optional excursions can bump up your 
costs. 

■ Take note of single supplements. 

Many gardeners go on horticulture- 
themed holidays on their own. 

■ Look for unique experiences where 
you won’t be on a well-worn trail behind 
a fleet of other tourist coaches. 

■ Try to find out the calibre of your tour 
escort - are they just a courier or a 
horticultural specialist with plenty of 
knowledge? 

■ Consider the schedule carefully. How 
many gardens a day will you be covering? 
You might only be doing three or four 
gardens in the whole tour and be at the 
hotel the rest of the time. 

■ Watch out for the term ‘private visits’ 
because the garden may be privately 
owned but open sometimes to the public. 
You may be greeted by crowds if you go 
on a day when it’s open to the public. 

■ Don’t always go for the peak time. 
There’s a broader season and lots to see - 
without the crowds. 

■ Check group sizes. A good yardstick 
is 25 maximum to be able to see and hear 
most things, but if you are visiting a small 
garden, even that can be too many.

RETAIL demand for used 
cars is stronger than at 
any time since 
September last year, 
according to CAP 
Automotive, the car 
information experts. 

Research for CAP Black 
Book Live - the only indepen¬ 
dent real-time guide to used 
car trade values - reveals a 
number of increasingly posi¬ 
tive market indicators since 
the start of 2013. 

These range from the mood 
and buying activity at auctions 
to consumer retail demand on 
the forecourt. 

But dealers are still 
reporting difficulty in sourcing 
good quality used car stock for 
retail following the reduction 
in new car registrations of 
recent years. And that problem 
may worsen as increasing 
numbers of poor condition 
cars with high mileage con¬ 
tinue returning to the market. 

Coupled with dealer caution 
over becoming over-stocked, 
this shortage of 'prime’ retail 
stock is keeping forecourts 
only around 80 per cent full. 

Black Book Live - which 
tracks market prices in real 
time - has been reporting 
general stability in trade 
values. Derren Martin, senior 


editor for CAP Black Book Live, 
said: “We are seeing what we 
describe as a good ‘buzz’ 
around the auction halls, with 
plenty of appetite from dealers 
for the best quality stock - 
when they can find it. 

“Some auction sales have 
seen conversion rates up to 20 
per cent better than during the 
same period last year and the 
dealers we speak to are 
generally happy with the level 
of retail interest they are 
seeing. 

“We keep a close watch on 
the market every day and 
there have been some signs 
that increased short term 
rental business for some 
model ranges is starting to 
bring higher volumes into the 
marketplace. When that 
happens, prices tend to reduce 
but at the moment stability is 
the watchword in the current 
trade market.” 

Meanwhile, CAP has 
launched a new unique 
window on to ‘inside 
information’ from the motor 
trade, now opened up to 
motorists for the first time by 
CAP Automotive, the car 
information experts. 

It signals a move by CAP to 
bring good motor dealers

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Sharp styling and spec sets 
Chevrolet’s new Aveo apart 


THE Chevrolet Aveo 
didn't make a huge dent 
in the consciousness of 
supermini buyers first 
time round but you won't 
miss this second 
generation model, writes 
Andy Enright. 

With ultra-sharp styling it’s 
one that will turn heads. Best 
value ascross the line-up is 
arguably the variant we’re 
looking at here, the 1.3 VCDi 
Eco diesel, which puts out just 
95g/km of C02. 

The latest Aveo rides on the 
new General Motors Gamma 
III chassis, a development of 
the Vauxhall Corsa under¬ 
pinnings. This results in better 
chassis rigidity, which in turn 
allows the suspension to work 
more effectively. The old Aveo 
was no great shakes in the 
engine department and 
Chevrolet still have a little work 
to do in that department to 
match the class best in terms of 
efficiency, which is an 
important measuring stick as 
to engineering ability. 

If you’re a typical Aveo buyer, 
then you probably won’t care 
very much what goes on under 
the bonnet or how adept your 
car will be at tackling your

favourite twisty B road. In fact, 
you probably won’t have a 
favourite twisty B road. So you 
won’t care that there are no 
really performance-minded 
engines in the range, that the 
steering is a little light and that 
bodyroll is a little more pro¬ 
nounced than you’ll find in 
something more Fiesta-like. 
You’ll be more interested 
instead in stuff that's of greater 
importance every day - namely 
levels of ride and refinement 
that are as good as anything in 
the class, including small cars 
that are a great deal more 
expensive than this one. 

Here, we're testing the 
greenest diesel version, the 
95PS 1.3 VCDi Eco. Planet- 


friendly it may be but this unit 
still endows this Chevy with a 
reasonable turn of speed. Rest 
to sixty occupies 11.7 seconds 
on the way to 107mph. 

The latest Aveo certainly has 
distinctive and handsome 
styling going for it which, in the 
supermini market, counts for a 
lot. In a morass of lookalike, 
inoffensive blobs, the Aveo has 
some attitude, the barrel-like 
quad headlamps lending it real 
presence. The deeply sculpted 
flanks are also a good deal 
more dynamic than usual 
supermini fare, while the high 
roofline and kicked up tail end 
are both very well executed. 

How to judge the Chevrolet 
Aveo? A budget supermini that 


looks as if it's about to spit fire 
yet serves up decidedly modest 
performance, it’s certainly not 
anodyne. Sense and sensibility 
remain its key virtues and no 
variant in the range exemplifies 
these attributes better than the 
1.3 VCDi 95PS Eco model we've 
been looking at here. 

Overall, if you tend towards a 
car that challenges your 
perception of what small cars 
should be and how they should 
perform, you’ll find plenty to 
like about the Aveo. At last it 
has a diesel engine. And at last, 
it’s a really credible supermini 
contender.
